ENOUGH TO OFFER UNITARY MEASURE OF EXCELLENCE TO 
EFFORTS OF WIDELY SCATTERED POSTS AND 
FLEXIBLE ENOUGH TO ACCOMMODATE NEW PROGRAMS AND 
LOCAL INITIATIVES. IN OUR ONGOING DIALOG WITH 
WASHCAG ON DESIRABILITY OF FSO/FSL ESCORTS, 

MISSION CONTINUES TO REFINE RATIONALE 
WHICH WE FEEL MAKES ESCORT SERVICE COST 
EFFECTIVE AND WORTH DOING. FOR INSTANCE VERY 
FEW FSOS AND ALMOST NO FSLS HAD EVER VISITED A 
US FAIR BEFORE MUNICH WENT TO HOUSTON WHILE ALL 
OF US ARE THOROUGHLY FAMILIAR WITH GERMAN FAIRS. 
GERMAN VISITORS WHO KNOW BOTH EUROPEAN AND 
AMERICAN FAIRS ARE GENERALLY CRITICAL OF THE 
LATTER. TO OFFER ADVICE ON HOW US FAIRS CAN 
ATTRACT MORE GERMAN BUYERS WE NEED FIRSTHAND 
KNOWLEDGE OF US FAIRS. SECONDLY, MOST OF OUR 
FSLS HAVE NEVER VISITED USA. ESCORTING AN 
FBP TRIP GIVES THEM INVALUABLE HARD-EARNED 
INSIGHTS INTO AN IMPORTANT ASPECT OF AMERICAN 
LIFE. THIRDLY, THE ESCORT HAS A UNIQUE 
OPPORTUNITY TO DO ( AND IS INSTRUCTED TO 
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DO) UP-TO-THE-MINUTE MARKET RESEARCH ON THE SHOW 
THEME. IN ORDER LOWER COSTS TO USDOC OR STATE
